College met in session on Tuesday of 
last week and had an all day session. 
The work of the morning was largely 
routine. The afternoon session mark- 
ed a step forward in the history of the 
institution. The trustee.-; in ell'ect de- 
clared that Gettysburg College mu&t 
go forward and otter increased advant- 
ages that are the demands of the times 
along educational lines. 
That the 


policy of the management must be to 
do and dare. That the management 
must make good. 


Ihe college has gone ahead in the 


number of students attending. For 
the first time in its history the 200 
mark in attendance in the four college 
classes has been passed. The pros- 
pects for the new year is for a large 
Freshman class. The institution Is 
well equipped with buildings but the 
increased attendance demands more 
dormitory space with better accommo- 
dations and improvements in some of 
the present buildings. 


The great crving need of the institu- 


tion is more departments. 
In 22 years 


the increase in attendance has been 
120 per cent, while in that time the 
force of instructors has been increased 
by two professorships and two instruc- 
tors. New material equipment and 
apparatus is needed in departments. 


The greatest need is money to get 


what the college mustha\eto go for- 
ward. otherwise it will stand still or 
go backward. The only timid move 
on the part of the Board was the size 
of the amount they decided to ask for 
to celebrate the 75th anniversary of the 
college. $150.000, $2.r*X) for every year 
of its age. That much may only de- 
velop other crying needs. Perhaps. 


to those who ask little, much 


will be given. 


The Board created a professorship 


of French and elected Charles J£- Dry- 
den to the position. A rearrangement 
of the course will be made and Prof. 
Dryden will be given certain English 
branches. 


A professorship of German was ere 


ated and Dr. Carl J. Grim of Ursinus 
College, said to be the best man in the 
faculty of that institution and its most 
successful teacher was elected to fill 
chair. He has Ph. D. degree from 
Jobns Honkins University.

Girls Trae to First tove. 


There are seven "virgins' garlandsr 


still in existence in Minsterley chnrcn, 
Salop, the first ot them bearing the 
date Iu54 and the last ITul. 


They consist of silk ribbons GIK! 


paper, ball shaped, and are corerud 
\\-itb rosettes, the inside center ol" the 
carte or \vlre frame sapportbig & pair 
of paper gloves. They represent a ro- 
mantic custom oC very ancient origin 
and are sacred to tbe memory of girls 
-rrho while betrothed in their yoetb 
lost their intended husbands by death. 
yet remained true to their first lo^s. 


Each maiden designed her own .gar- 


land, and at her death this simple em- 
blem was borne before her by the vii- 
lagre lasses, tho white gloves being aft- 
ervrard added. After the obse-itries 
thc-36 garlands were suspended ia the 
village church ou a rod bearing at its 
estreirity a heart in the shape of an 
escutcheon, upon vrhicb the initials ana 
'date ware inscribed. These -were Q-rhri- 
aa:3y fixed above the maiden's petr.
